The Stock Market has fluctuated enormously since our last publication: 
For several weeks a “cornering” operation had been carried on in the 
stocks of the Norwich and Worcester and Long Island Railroads. Sym- 
pathizing with them, other fancy stocks have advanced surprisingly, to 
rates far beyond their actual value. But, on the 8th instant, the turn in 
the tide came ; the stocks so scarce in the street, became abundant; and 
the result was, that a general panic took possession of the holders of 
stocks. All felt the sympathetic influence, and fell together. To give 
our readers a distinct idea of the rapid fluctuations in the stock market,

The fact that the most of the stocks had advanced beyond their real 
value, taken in connection with an increased demand for money, was 
enough to cause at least a pause in the advance; and when to this were 
added the rumors of war, industriously circulated and ingeniously magni- 


‘competent, or not to be trusted with the custody of their own money, in their 


own Treasury, provided by themselves, but must rely on the presidents, cash- 
iers and stockholders of banking incorporations, not appointed by them, nor 
responsible to them, would be to concede that they are incompetent for self- 
government.” 

The above extracts are from the annual message of President Polk; in 
which sentiments he is confirmed by the Secretary of the Treasury. 

It is a matter of regret to business men of the community, that this “ Con- 
stitutional Treasury” has been again urged for the consideration of Congress. 
The inexpediency and inutility of the sub-treasury were most completely 
demonstrated during its short continuance under former administrations. The 
system, if carried out by the General Government, and by the State Gover- 
ments too (for if it is desirable in one it is in the other), would only serve to 
jock up some eight or ten millions of dollars from general circulation. At 
present the money is safe and if not safe, it can be made so by the hypothe- 
cation of State securities), and is in a measure a productive capital to the 
people at large. It is loaned, without risk to the Government, to A, B, and C, 
and by them re-loaned to D, E, and F, &c., thereby entering into active use 
among every class in the Community. 

The use of specie as a circulating medium is out of the question, except for 
change. It is utterly unsuited for Government or State purposes, or for ordinary 
commercial transactions. The customary receipts and expenditures at the Cus- 
tom-house ind Banks of Wall Street, for instance, amounting to millions per day, 
can only be accomplished by the system which is now im operation, and which 
experience has folly testified is the only available mode of operation. It 
would be impracticable to transact such an amount of business, even by means 
of bank bills: and to attempt to force a specie medium upon the community 
is utterly fallacious. No sound business man could recommend it. The Secre- 
tary of the Treasury should be a man of extensive commercial information 
and experience, well acquainted with the means and wants of commercial men, 
and familiar with the routine of business in commercial cities. 


If any change were engrafted upon the policy of the country, it should be, 
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in our opinion, to seleet for the of the Treasury a prominen 

from the commercial circles of the large poh cities. There are ao 
men in the large cities, among both political parties, fully competent to act in 
that capacity, whose experience alone is worth more than all the theories of all 
the legal men in Christendom. If the present Secretary of the Treasury 
could be induced to operate one day to the amount of $10,000, in actuat silver 
dollars, that experience would suffice to show the folly of attemping a specie 


THE WAREHOUSING SYSTEM. 


“ Tue great diminution of this most valuable branch of commerce has been 
the combined result of cash duties and of the high tariff of 1842. If the cash 
duties are retained, as it is believed they should be, the only sure method 
of restoring this trade is the adoption of the warehousing system, by which 
the foreign imports may be kept in store by the government until they are 
required for re-exportation abroad, or consumption at home ; in which latter 
contingency, and at the time, when for that purpose they are taken out of these 
stores for consumption, the duties are paid, and, if re-exported, they pay no 
duties, but only the expense of storage. Under the present system, the mer- 


chant introduces foreign imports of the value of $100,000; he must now 
besides the advance for the goods, make a further advance in eash, in many 
cases of $50,000, for thre duties. Under such a system, but a smal] amount of 
goods will be imported for drawbacks; and the higher the duty, the larger 
must be the advance, and the smaller the imports for re-exportation.”’ 

The Secretary of the Treasury, in his late annual report to Congress, has 


brought forward the subject of the Warehousing System, recommending it as 
“ the only sure method of restoring’’ the re-exporting trade of the United States. 
As this question will probably come before Congress at its present session, we 
have thought it proper to devote one of our columns of this day’s paper to a 
short article on the system now in force in Great Britain. 
We think a full consideration of the subject will force Congress

CANTON RIVER, OR RIVER TIGRIS. 


Lance quantities of rice are grown, both on the islands formed by the river, and 
on the flats on the mainland. The tide is kept out by embankments, where, of 
course, the ground can be overflowed at will. Sugar-cane is also grown rather 
extensively near Whampoa, and is an article in great demand amongst the 
Chinese in a raw state. It is manufactured into sugar-candy and brown sugar, 
many kinds of the latter being particularly fine, though not much used by the 
foreigners who reside in the country ; they generally prefer the candy reduced 
to powder, in which state it is very fine and white. I have not met in any part 
of the country with our loaf sugar, and I suppose it is not made. A great 
ber of the fruit trees of the country are also growing all over the 
plains and near the side of the river. The mango, guava, wampee (cookia 
punctata), leechee, longan, oranges, and pumelows, are the principal kinds. 
Besides these, there are the cypress, thuja, banyan, and other kinds of fig- 
trees, and a species of pine. The bamboo and a kind of weeping willow, 
very much like our own, are also met with.

PRELIMINARY REMARKS, 

Free trade does not, as is too often and erroneously supposed, mean a freedom 
from all legislative regulation, but a freedom subject to legislative regulation. 
At the time when this country had been deprived of the great colonial market 
of America, Mr, Pitt was led to look around for new markets on the continent 
of Europe, and first developed that system which he considered should form the 
future commercial policy of the country. Mr. Pitt said that we must begin to 
carry on commerce upon a system of perfect reciprocity—that we must lower 
our duties and consolidate our customs. 

The general opinion of Mr. Pitt and the eminent statesmen of the age, how- 
ever, may be collected from the speech of the great Lord Lansdowne in the 
Upper House, in reply to the elaborate and forcible attack of Bishop Watson 
onthe measure of Mr. Pitt. 

“ The first fundamental question, whether the old commercial system is er- 
Toneous, requires very little discussion. In fact, truth has made its own way. 
Commeree like other seiences, has simplified itself. There is no science that 
has not done so. The Bishop of Landaff has said, that our commercial system 
requires no alteration, which, with great submission, I think cannot be said of 
anything; and if the question were put to me, I believé I would not say it of 
the Church. It is unnecessary to define the progress of the change. A great 


minister in Holland first opened the eyes of modern Europe upon commercial| 


subjects. Men of letters in different countries contributed their aid to develope 
and extend the principles of free trade. Ministers of the first eminence in a 
neighboring country adopted and pushed them still further, more or less, as 
suited their different views of considering the subject. The old calculation, so 
much dwelt upon by the Rt. Rev. Prelate, gradually became exploded, and the 
idea of estimating the balance of each trade was given up. An ingenious 
modem author has made the idea perfectly ridiculous, by balancing the sums 
stated by M. Necker and Mr. Grenville against the mines of Mexico and Peru. 
But, at this moment, what reduced it to a mathematical certainty was the ex- 
experience of the last war with America, the insurance on smuggling, and the 
sentiments of the manufacturers.” 


The French Revolution soon deprived England and France of the benefit of 
the treaty of commerce between the two nations. A quarter of a century 
revolved, the unprecedented events of which alike ‘set at defiance both the 
theory and the received practice of trade. England enjoyed a monopoly of 
the commerce of the world, The altered state of circumstances induced by 
the peace was appreciated by our public men, long before they were recog- 
nized by our merchants ; and as early as the commencement of the year 1817, 
Mr. Broughum made in the House of Commons his famous motion for an 
inquiry into the state of our trade and manufactures. In his opening statement, 
Mr, Brougham advanced some of those principles of commerce which are now 
popularly known by the title of free trade. 


In the course of two or three years the public opinion in favor of restriction 
had undergone a change. Mr. Baring presented the famous petition of the 
merchants of London ; and, the Ministry seizing the first opportunity of prac- 
tically enforcing their convictions, Lord Liverpool made that celebrated expo- 
sition of the state of our trade and manufactures, which was officially circulated 
throughout the kingdom. On the 26th of May, 1820, the Prime Minister of 
England, in the House of Lords, d«clared his conviction “ of the general princi. 
ple of the great advantages resulting from unrestricted freedom of trade.” 

‘¢ T can entertain no doubt of this principle,”’ said his lordship; “ nor that 

it would have been to the great advantage of the civilized world if the system 
of unrestricted trade had been acted upon by every nation, from the earliest 
period of its commercial intercourse with its neighbors. But we are now in a 
situation in which it is impossible for any country in the world to act unreserv- 
edly on that principle. The commercial regulations of the European world 
have been long established, and cannot suddenly be departed from. With 
regard to the restrictive system, some suppose that we have risen in conse- 
quence of that system ; others, of whom I am one, believe that we have risen 
in spite of that system. But whichever of these hypotheses be true, certain 
it is that we have risen under a very different principle than that of free and 
unrestricted trade. It is utterly impossible, with our debt and taxation, even 
if they were but half the existing amount, that we can suddeuly adopt the sys- 
tem of free trade. To do so would be to unhinge the whole property of the 
country.” 
Lord Liverpool concluded his exposition by detailing the measures which the 
Government proposed immediately to adopt. They were briefly these :—The 
instant and absolute extinction of prohibitions, and a general recurrence to the 
principles of Mr. Pitt, the development of which had been arrested by the war.

HONG KONG—DESCRIPTION OF THE ISLAND. 


Ar a meeting of the Geographical Society, of London, Mr. Murchison, Presi- 
dent, in the chair, the Secretary read an accouut of the Island of Hong Kong, 
by Mr. A. R. Johnston. This island, it appears, is small, being only from 4 
to 5 miles wide; it is traversed by a range of hills, from 500 to upwards of 
1,000 feet high, chiefly granitic ; the soil is decomposed granite: there is abun- 
dance of good water at all times of the year. There are about 1,500 mows of 
land (of 1,000 square yards each) under cultivation, chiefly for rice. A quantity 
of fish is also cured at the village of Chik-choo, The animals are deer, arma- 
dillo, land tortoise, and snakes, not known to be venomous. The vegetable 
productions are mangoes, lechees, lengans, oranges, pears, rice, sweet pota- 
toes, yams, and a small quantity of flax. The climate is not essentially differ. 
ent from that of Macao. The most prevalent diseases are intermittent and 
remittent fevers ; the dysentery is common thronghout the year, particularly 
after sudden changes of weather. The natives suffer from these complaints 
as well as Europeans. 

The paper being concluded, a very interesting discussion ensued on the 
asserted unhealthiness of the island, and the probability of this disadvantage 
being confined to particular spots; and much curious informatiou on climate 
generally, and on the anomalies ezhibited by malaria in different parts of the 
world, was communicated by several speakers ; among whom were the Presi- 
dent, Mr. W. R. Hamilton, Mr. Warburton, Mr. Wheelwright, Dr. Thompson, 
Mr. Cumming, Mr. Gowen, Mr. Bell, the Secretary, &c.

Warehousing System of Great Britain. 
From Pope's Journal of Trade. 

ANTECEDENTLY to the present century, a system of restraint and prohibition 
pervaded the administration of our maritime and revenue affairs, producing iv- 
convenience to the merchant and detriment to commerce. Much of such in- 
convenience afose from the circumstance of the ‘m port duties being required 
10 be paid on the landing of goods, amounting frequently to many thousand 
pounds, Such was more particularly the case during the late war, when the 
usual regularity of commercial transactions was much interrupted, and the 
merchant at times called upon, on the unexpected arrival of a ship, for a large 
advance of duties. This gave rise to a system of deferring payment, by allow. 
ing goods to be secured in warehouses, or other approved places, under the 
loeks of the Crown, and to be taken out as might suit the convenience of par. 
ties, the payment not being called for until the goods were so taken out. 
Hence, in 1803, the establishment of the General Warehousing System. 

Numerous have been the claims as to the origin of this system. May it not, 
however, be traced to the primitive ages? for we read in Genesis,® in the affect- 
ing history of Joseph and his brethren,—‘ Let Pharaoh appoint officers over 
the land. And let them gather all the food, and Jay up corn, and let them keep 
the food in the cities, and that food shall be for store.” 

Sir Robert Walpole, in 1733, when he brought forward his excise scheme, at- 
tempted a measure of this sort on a very limited scale, but, in consequence of] 
severe opposition, abandoned it. Dean Tucker, too, in 17560, made a similar 


time-engaged, it is not saying too much, “ not to speak it profanely,” that it 
was the salvation of the country. 

In progress of time, such principle became greatly modified. The wants 
and conveniences of merchants were made known. These were met, from time 
to time, in a spitit of frankness by the Government. The result has been, 
that many advantages have been conceded, and large allowances granted. 
Amongst the chief, are those on goods deposited in warehouses of special and 
of extra security, and on the delivery of sugar, wine, and spirits. The ware- 
housing department has now become by far the most important in the whole circle of 
fiscal affairs. It is by no means an unusual thing for orders to be issned in a 
single day to a common locker for the delivery of goods, the duties alone on 
which amount to £10,000 or even £15,000—for several thousands is almost an 
every day occurrence. 

The value of merchandise deposited in warehouses under this system, at 
London, Liverpool, Bristol, Hull, and other ports, cannot be estimated, for 
merely government duties, supposing the stock on hand to be equal to only three 
years’ consumption, at less than Fifly Millions. Our ancestors would have 
been startled at the bare possibility of such an event—even some of our con- 
temporaries may not, perhaps, be aware of the fact. Still, such is the case. 
History shows nothing equal to this—no, not even *‘ Solomon in all his glory.” 
This vast machinery is, nevertheless, kept in regular and perpetual motion. 
Upon the whole, it may be said the merchant gets his due supply—the govern. 
ment the just portion of duties.
